WASHINGTON, Feb. 2—Increase of 
equipment and personnel of the Coast 
Guard to fight rum runers and smug- 


&. 


'}-glers along the coast lines was rec- 


ommended by President Coolidge in 
a message today to Congres. 

The president asks a total appro- 
priation of $13,853,989. The Coast 
Guard would be increased tempor- 
arfly by 75 commissioned officers, 261 
warrant officers and 2,205 enlisted 
ment. ‘ 

The ‘Navy Department would give 
the Coast Guard at once 20 tor- 
pedo boat destroyers and two mine 
sweepers, to be conditioned and 
equipment for the Coast Guard work 
at a total cost of $2,110,000. There 
would. be purchased or built 223 
cabin cruiser motor boats at $37,500 
each, or a total of $8,3262,500. These 
would be fully equipped and carry ra- 
dio outfits at a total cost of $909,900. 
There would also be built or bought 
100 Seabright dory type motor boats 
at $8,000 each, costing $800,000, with 
equipment costing $125 each, a to- 
tal of $12,500. 

The president’s message merely 
consisted in the transmittal of rec- 
ommendations of the expenditures to 
fight rum runners.
